Wild animals have always inspir- 
i ed fear in human beings.

I of this fear has been mutual The 
animals probably feared men as 
much, if not more, than the men 
feared the beasts. 
There seems 
to have been a tendency on the 
part of both man and beast to 
want to kill. 
The original purpose for killing 
animals may have been only for 
food, but men have developed a 
desire to kill as a means of pleas­ 
ure. Many animals seem to have 
developed a special ability also 
to kill for reasons other than for 
food. They kill for self-preserva­ 
tion. 
The human instinct or desire to 
hunt has lessened the animal pop­ 
ulation of the world. Governments 
have 
passed laws 
establishing 
areas for the protection of wild­ 
life. In these preserves, where no 
killing is permitted, animals and 
people are learning to live togeth­ 
er. 
This does not mean that all 
humans are becoming friendly, nor 
that all beasts have lost their fear. 
Actually we mortals are not very 
understanding of wildlife. We do 
not leave the poor animals alone. 
We feed them scraps of food which 
they should not eat. We tease them 


with sticks and stones, papers And 
rubbish.

SAN CARLOS, Ariz. (lh—An Ari­ 
zona Indian leader is on the war­ 
path—against his own people. 
Clarence W e s l e y , 
outspoken ' 
member of the San Carlos Apache 
Indian tribe, has toured every In­ 
dian reservation in the state to 
rouse Indians to their duty to vote 
this fall. 
In an attempt to stimulate Indian 
interest rn the election campaigns, 
the chairman of the Arizona Inter 
tribal Council has distributed post 
ers stressing the importance of 
voting and literature on how to 
go about it. 
In addition, he has 
urged leaders of each tribe to join 
him in the project. 
Wesley said the campaign, if suc­ 
cessful, could have a definite ef­ 
fect on this and future elections. 
The goal Wesley has set for him 
self is not an easy one. Chief ob­ 
stacle is the high percentage of il­ 
literacy among adult members of 
all the tribes. The younger gener 
ation is growing up well-educated, 
but many of the oldtimers still can­ 
not read and write because they 
have never had the opportunity to 
learn. 
But Wesley figures there still are 
about 44,000 Indians in Arizona who 
could qualify to vote if they would 
only take an interest. 
The Real Issues 
“ We could be a potent force in 


Arizona elections if we would all 
turn out and vote,” he said 
“ We 
hope this voter education drive will 
help do the trick.” 
The campaign to dig up the In 
dian vote is not confined to Ari­ 
zona. 
Indian leaders throughout 
the Southwest are aware of the 
need for an “ Indian vote.” espe­ 
cially in state and national legis­ 
lative contests. 
In a recent open letter, Wesley 
said that the public — including 
public officials — generally doesn't 
know what the Indian issues really 
are. 
They are not “ assimilation.” or 
“ integration,” or “ emancipation.” 
or “ government control over the 
Indian person,” or “ civil rights' in 
the usual sense of the words, he 
said. 
“ The real issues are continuing 
ownership of land; development of 
human and natural resources; pro 
tection of rights solemnly promised 
by treaty and law ; honor in gov 
ernment dealing with conquered 
peoples; our ‘day in court’ on our 
claims; real opportunity for edu­ 
cation of the same quality as is 
available to non Indian citizens; 
adequate federal assistance in res­ 
ervation development; and a need 
for a constant federal policy of 
minimum interference and maxi 
mum assistance to us to help our­ 
selves.” 
The Indian leader believes his 
people will be able better to gain 
an honored place in society thru 
exercise of the right to vote.

panies.

The new policy will afford car j 
owners all the bodily injury and 
property damage liability, medical
